Concert. 


This great clay. Oct. 2o. was preced- 


ed on preMous evening by a delight- 
ful concert in Brua Chapel by the Col- 
lege Glee Club, assisted by the Harris- 
burg Orchestra 
The program of mu- 


sic was enjoyed by a large audience 
of about 5uO people. 


Shortly after 10 o'clock Thursday 


morning, the stately, dignified and im- 
pressive academic parade \vas formed 
•west of Recitation Hall and moved in 
a -winding path through the campus 
and the head ot the procession entered 
the tent before the end of the proces- 
sion had left the starting point. Fullj 
six hundred persons were in the pro- 
cession and from twelve to 
fifteen 


hundred people gathered in the huge 
lent to witness the interesting event. 


The parade and ceremonies were 


greatly added to by the academic garb 
worn by the Trustees, Faculty. Honor- 
able Delegates and officials taking part 
In the exercises and with the disting- 
uishing marks added the brilliancy of 
color to the scene.

Ceremony. 


The ceremony of induction was pre- 


ceded by a program of music by the 
Harrisburg Orchestra. 


Dr. John A. Singmaster, D.D., in one 


of the greatest short prayers ever ut- 
tered in this place, made the invoca- 
tion, after which the choir of 100 male 
voices and audience sang the hymn, 
"Blessing and Honor and Glory and 
Power." 


Justice J. Hay Brown of the Su- 


preme Couit of Pennsylvania, as the 
master of ceremonies, opened the cere- 
mony of induction with a salutatory 
saying among other things. "We are 
here today as friends of the college 
and I welcome %ou all as such.'' He 
then made a plea for the legal name 
of the college. Pennsylvania, and de- 
r]ared that was its name still and Get- 
lysburg its home. He was of the opin- 
ion that "a great battle does not jus- 
tify tampering \\ith name" and that 
"the battle wrought nothing for this 
institution, it did not bring to every 
other institution in the land. He ad- 
mitted it "may be sentiment to stick 
to the name."

These are just a few of the incidents 


of a like nature in the history of Mr. 
liafeau's congressional "work" during 
the last two years. They are among 
the most important, for the subject 
matter covered by them i» the most 
important that has come before cou- 
gress in more than a generation. Can- 
non bad carried his autocratic power 
to a point where he and it were intol- 
erable. It was impossible to get any 
legislation which Cannon did not 
want passed. This power he obtained 
through the old rules aud his control 
oftheiules committee. He had the 
naming of this committee and took 
good care that uo one should get on it 
whom he could not control. 


Then came the revolution. An at- 


tempt was made to oust Cannon from 
bis position. If Mr. Lafeau had been 
on the side of progress be would have 
voted against Cannon. He voted for 
bim. 
Realizing that it was the rules 


•which made Cannou formidable, the 
attack was shifted to that point. In 
this the revolutionaries, those who 
were fighting the battle of the people, 
were partially successful. Mr. Lafean 
voted for the rules under which Can- 
non was recklessly crushing the rights 
of the public aa fast as he could. Com- 
plete victory for the cause of right wae 
prevented, by the securing of enough 
traitor Democrats to vote with the 
Cannon crowd for the compromize 
Fitzgerald rules that were finally pas- 
sed. And all tbe while Lafean wae 
voting regularly as Cannon wished. 


Recent action on the part of the 


Ballinger investigating committee in 
•which the reports of the Democrats 
and tbe insurgent Republican on tbe 
committee were presented, demanding 
tbe retirement of Ballinger, and tbe 
decision of the stand pat Republican 
majority of tbe committee to defer its 
report until after tbe coming election, 
makes timely some remarks concern- 
ing the part our congressman took in 
forming the committee. 


In spite of the famous letter from 


President Taft—written by a friend ol 
Ballinger—exonerating Ballinger from 
the Glavis charges, an outraged pub 
lie had demanded an investigation so 
vehemently that early in the present 
year congress was forced to take up 
the matter. One of Speaker Cannon's 
most powerful aids iu securing the 
kind of legislation and decisions he 
wanted was the privilege of appoint 
ing all the house committees. It wae 
intended that be should appoint the 
committee m the house to investigate 
Ballinger. But he was partially fooled 
in this. 


January ?, last, the matter came toj 


a head when the vote on a resolution 
by Congressman JXorris taking from 
the speaker the power to appoint this 
committee and making it elective by 
the house was taken. This vote is 
historic, for it was among the first in- 
cidents of tbe revolt against Cannon 
that might be called successful. The 
result was 149 for the resolution and 
146 against it. This was probably the 
most important vote of the session up 
to that time aud Mr. Lafean is record- 
ed ab "uot voting," 


The immediate result of this victory 


for the right was the selection of the 
Ballimjer committee by the house 
rather than by the speaker. But the 
power of Uaunou was uot yet broken- 


In a most high-handed manner tbe 


.Republicans of the bouse, in the cau- 
cus where the Republican members of 
the committee might properly have 
been shosen, proceeded also to select 
thohe Democrats who should 
com- 


pose the minority represeu tatiou on 
the committee. Of course there was 
nothing fair iu this-. But fairness has 
never been one of the Cannon virtues. 
In the meantime tbe Democrats held 
their own caucus and selected tbe men 
they wanted to represent the parly on 
tbe committee. 


Without going into the details of 


what followed, the attair finally cen- 
tered about tbe adoption of an amend- 
ment to the resolution to elect com- 
mittee members, which amendment 
substituted the name of Congressman 
Rainey, one of those chosen by the 
Democratic caucus, for Congressman 
JLJoyd, who had been selected by the 


Republican* under Cannon. Tbe vote 
on this wa* taken January 20 and re- 
Hulted Iu 147 yeae and IHo nays. 


Mr. Lafeau voted NO. 
This *ae one of tbe successful 


scheme*- of Cannou to overrule tb* 
wishes of those most interested in the 
selection ot men for some special pur- 
pose when tbe*e wishes happened to 
be contrary to bis own. 


Aud Mr. Lateau gave all the aid iu 


his power to Cannon. 


So it is all down the list of votes. 


Every roll call which records Mr. La- 
feau as voting at all, when the issue 
is between Cannou aud the country, 
shows hiui as voting with and for Can- 
uon. The country, his constituents, 
are as uothiug when Cannon is con- 
cerned. 
Mr. Lafean says he stands upon his 


record. That record is described in 
just one word—CAXNONISM.

CONSTITUTION 
SUBMITTED 


TO THE CITIZENS OF THIS COM- 
MONWEALTH FOR THEIR APPRO- 
VAL OR REJECTION, BY THE GEN- 
ERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE COM- 
MONWEALTH OF PENNSYLVANIA, 
AND PUBLISHED BY ORDER OF 
THE SECRETARY OF THE COM- 
MONWEALTH, IN PURSUANCE OF 
ARTICLE XVIII OF THE CONSTI- 
TUTION. 


Number One. 


A CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section 


twenty-six of article five of the Con- 
stitution of tbe Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. 
Resolved (if the Senate concur), 


That the following amendment to sec- 
tion twenty-six of article five of the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be, and 
the same is> hereby, proposed, in ac- 
cordance with the eighteenth article 
thereof:— 


That section 26 of Article V., which 


reads as follows: "Section 26. All laws 
relating to courts shall be general 
and of uniform operation, and the or- 
ganization, .jurisdiction, and powers of 
all courts of the same class or grade, 
so far as regulated by law, and the 
force and effect of the process and 
judgments of such courts, shall be uni- 
form; and the General Assembly is 
hereby prohibited from creating other 
courts to exercise the powers vested 
by this Constitution in the judges of 
the Courts of Common Pleas and Or- 
phans' Courts," be amended so that 
the same shall read as follows:— 
Section 26. All laws relating- *^o 


courts shall be general and of uniform 
operation, and the organization, juris- 
diction, and powers of all courts of 
the same class or grade, so far as regu- 
lated by law, and the force and effect 
of the process and judgments of such 
courts, shall be uniform; but, notwith- 
standing any provisions of this Consti- 
tution, the General Assembly shall 
have full power to establish new 
courts, from time to time, as the same 
may be needed in any city or county, 
and to prescribe the powers and juris- 
diction thereof, and to increase the 
number of judges in any courts no 
existing or hereafter created, or to re- 
organize the same, or to vest in other 
courts the jurisdiction theretofore ex- 
ercised by courts not of record, and to 
abolish the same wherever it may be 
deemed necessary for the orderly and 
efficient administration of justice.

amendment to the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania be, 
and the same is hereby, proposed, in 
accordance with the eighteenth arti- 
cle thereof: 


That section one of article eight be 


amended, by striking out the fourth 
numbered paragraph thereof, so that 
the said section shall read as follows: 


Section 1. Every male citizen uven- 


ty-one years of age. possessing the fol- 
lowing qualifications, shall be entitled 
to vote at all elections, subject how- 
ever to such laws requiring and regu- 
lating the registration of electors as 
the General Assembly may enact. 


First. He shall have been a citizen 


j of 
the United States at least one 
month. 


Second He shall have resided in thp 


State one year (or if, having previous- 
ly been a qualified elector or native- 
born citizen of the State, he shall have 
removed therefrom and returned, then 
six months), immediately preceding 
the election. 


Third. He shall have resided in the 


election district where he shall offer 
to vote at least two months immediate- 
ly preceding the election.

Section 1. Be it resolved by the 


Senate aud House of Representatives 


of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
in General Assembly met, That the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitution 
of Pennsylvania be.:,and 'the jame U 
nereUyi proposed, in accordance with 
che eighteenth article thereof:— '. 
That section six of article five be 


amended, by striking out the said sec- 
tion. And inserting in place thereof 
the following: 
Section 0 In the county of Philadel- 


phia all the jurisdiction and powers 
now vested in the district courts and 
courts of common pleas, subject to 
such changes as may be made by this 
Constitution or by law, shall be in 
Philadelphia vested in five distinct 
and separate courts of equal and co- 
ordinate jurisdiction, composed 
of 


three judges each. The said courts In 
Philadelphia shall be designated re- 
spectively as the court of common 
pleas number one, number two, num- 
ber three, number four, and number 
fiie, b'U the number of said courts may 
be by law inc: eased, from time to time, 
and shall be in like manner designated 
by successive numbers. The number 
of judges in any of said courts, or In 
any county where the establishment 
of an additional court may be author- 
ized by law, may be increased, from 
time to time, and whenever such in- 
crease shall amount in the whole to 
th/ee. such three judges shall compose 
a distinct and separate court as afore- 
said, which shall be numbered as 
aforesaid. 
In Philadelphia all suits 


'-hall be instituted in the said courts 
of common pleas without designating 
the number of the said court, and the 
several courts shall distribute and ap- 
portion the business among them in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
rules of court, and each court, to 
which any suit shall be thus assigned. 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction there- 
of, subject to change of venue, as shall 
be provided by law. 


In the county of Allegheny all the 


urisdiction and powers aow vested in 
the several numbered courts of com- 
mon pleas shall be vested in one court 
of common pleas, composed of all the 
Judges in .commission in said courts. 
Such jurisdiction and powers shall ex- „ 
end to all proceedings at law and in I 
equity which shall have been institut- c 
ed in the several numbered courts, 
and shall be subject to such changes 
as may be made by law, and subject to 
change of venue as provided by law. 
The president judge of said court shall 
be selected as provided by law. The 
number of judges in said court may be 
by law increased from time to time. 
This amendment shall take effect on 
;he first day of January succeeding 
ts adoption.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section 


eight, article nine, of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Secton 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives of 
:he Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
in General Assembly met, That the fol- 
lowing is proposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, in accordance 
with the provisions of the eighteenth 
article thereof:— 
Amendment to Article Nine, Section 
Eight. 


Section 2. Amend section eight, arti- 


cle nine, of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania, which reads as follows:— 


"Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxaole property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur 
any new debt, or increase its indebt- 
edness to an amount exceeding two per 
centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation," so as to 
read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxable property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur any 
new debt, or Increase its Indebtedness 
to an amount exceeding two per cen- 
tum upon such assessed valuation of 
property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, In the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter Incurred 
by the city and county of Philadelphia 
for the construction and development 
of subways for transit purposes, or for 
the construction of wharves and docks, 
or the reclamation of land to be used 
in the construction of a system of 
wharves and docks, as public improve- 
ments, owned or to be owned by said 
city and county of Philadelphia, and 
which shall yield to the city and coun- 
ty of Philadelphia current net revenue 
in excess of the interest on said debt 
or debts and of the annual Install- 
ments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may be exclud- 
ed in ascertaining the power of the 
city and county of Philadelphia to be- 
come otherwise indebted: provided. 
That a sinking fund for their cancella- 
tion shall be established and maintain- 
ed.

In the admirable campaign which 


Webster Giiia, the Democratic candi- 
date for governor, is making he has 
defined some state issues which the 
Penrose machine and its candidates 
avoid as if they were loaded with dy- 
namite.
